McCoixl save&drowning youth 


|i started like any other day for Jud McCord 
but what transpired later on June 4 changed several 

lives, including .lud’s. ^ 

On that day at La Canada High School, 
during physical education class, he and several 
friends were sitting on the edge of the pool when 
one of them noticed that there was someone at the 
bottom of the pool. 

Jud dived in instantly and brought the male 
youth to the surface, and David Rosenbaeh, 
another La Canada High School youth, started 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation immediately. 

The paramedics were called and within moments 
the youth, Howard Kim, son ot Mr. and Mrs. 
Kenneth Kim of La Canada, was breathing once 
more. In fact, he was breathing before the par¬ 
amedics arrived at the school. 

Jud, 16, a sophomore at 1 . Canada High, 
is the son of Gloria and Berry M.cord of Sierra 
Madre, and says, “I don’t know why everybody’s 
making such a big deal. Anyone would have done 
the same thing.” 

But the Kims and administrators of La Canada 
High think differently. At a La Canada School 
Board meeting June 16, Jud was honored with 
a standing ovation after Principal Andrew Meyer 
described the incident. 

The Kims presented Jud with a plaque that 
reads, “Greater love has no one ihan this, that 
one lay down his life for his friend. John 

15:13.” , 

Jud’s mother reports that there is a little 

twist to this entire story. Although Jud is an ex¬ 
cellent swimmer, years ago at one point ol his 
lessons he decided he just didn’t want to take

any more swimming lessons. One morning he rose 
at 6 a.m., dropped to the ground from his se¬ 
cond story bedroom window, and took off for 
Bailey Canyon where he spent the day walking. 
When Jud’s father. Berry, who went out looking 
found him, Jud told his dad, 1 just didn t 
want another day of swimming.” 

But his mother, Gloria, intervened and in¬ 
sisted that Jud continue his lessons. 

Last week Jud told his mother, I owe 
it all to you (for insisting that the lad continue 
his swimming lessons).” 

Jud plays guitar quite well after having studied 
for a long time. He is also working during the 
summer at a car detailing business and plans to 
open a shop in the valley. 

The 16-yeat-old hero was born at Huntington 
Hospital and raised in Sierra Madre.

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CHP begins 
effort to reduce 
vehicle theft 

Mon than 208,000 vohiciM were stolon 
In Callfomla In 1986 — a 16 percent 
Increase over 1985 and the Callfomla 
Highway Patrol Is spearheading a state¬ 
wide effort to combat what Commission¬ 
er James E. Smith calls “an alarming and 
unacceptable trend.” 

The passenger cars, light trucks, large 
commercial vehicles, and farm and con¬ 
struction equipment stolen In 1986 are 
valued at almost $600 million. 

“That record-breaking figure doesn’t 
even Include the less obvious costs of 
vehicle theft,” Smith said, “the loss of 
the stolen vehicle’s use, the lost time 
from work, the full cost of replacement.” 

As commissioner of the CHP, Smith 
was named statewide vehicle theft co¬ 
ordinator by Qov. George Deukejian last 
Juiw, a move recbmmended by the Gover¬ 
nor's Vehicle Theft Task Force. 

Still another factor In the increase 
In stolen vehicles Is “public apathy,” 
Smith said. People who have not had 
a ear stolen don’t believe It can happen 
to them, and those who have been vic¬ 
tims tend to see little beyond their own 
loss and Inconvenience.”

A recurring question involves the use of 
laser therapy in the treatment of cataracts. 
Yes, lasers are used — but not to perform 
the primary cataract surgery. 

Lasers project very intense beams of light 
very accurately. Lasers can be used to cut, 
burn away, or “tack down” (weld) tissues. 
In this regard, they are incredible machines, 
because they permit very fine repairs without 
normal surgical intervention. 

Lasers are often mentioned in connec¬ 
tion with cataract surgery. They have become 
an important adjunct used with many patients 
to vaporize small blood vessels and clots. 
(Cataracts are too large to be vaporized by 
a laster. The phacoemulsifier used to dis¬ 
integrate cataracts through a 3 mm incision 
was discussed in an earlier-column.) 

When a cataract is removed, the poster¬ 


ior capsule is left intact. It acts as a natural 
barrier between the aqueous and the vitreous 
and serves to support the lens implant. This 
procedure allows the eye to heal with min¬ 
imal chances for complications. 

However, in many patients, the capsule 
becomes cloudy, and blurs vision in much the 
way the cataract did. Before the laser became 
available, that meant another operation. 

No longer! The YAG (for Yttrium Alum¬ 
inium Garnet, the fake diamond substance

used for continuous wave laser light forma¬ 
tion) laser permits that cloudiness to be re¬ 
moved in the ophthamologist’s office. A pro¬ 
blem that once required delicate surgery and 
discomfort can now be solved with a couple 
of painless bursts of energy. 

Think about that the next time someone 
wants to remember “the good old days”!

Real estate laws changing 

_ — . » f tt _I_1 A D ** 


Buying and selling 
real estate has become 
more complicated with 
constantly changing laws 
which pertain to the in¬ 
dustry. And, along with 
the growing complexity 
has come an increasing 
amount of legal liability 
for both REALTORS and 
consumers. 

The California Asso¬ 
ciation of REALTORS 
has just launched a new 
type of liability insur¬ 
ance for its members, 
which should reduce the 
amount of litigation and 
speed the settling of law¬ 
suits stemming from real 
estate transactions. The 
new program, underwrit¬ 
ten by Lloyd’s of Lon¬ 


don, is called REALEX 
and reimburses the in¬ 
sured for legal expenses 
incurred in defending 
lawsuits relating to RE¬ 
ALTORS’ professional 
services. “C.A.R. is the 
finest in the country to 
otfer the REALEX pro¬ 
gram,” said Jack Paul¬ 
son, president of the na¬ 
tion’s largest state trade 
association. “We are con¬ 
fident REALEX will 
provide another effective 
tool for REALTORS, im¬ 
proving their ability to 
do business. We antici¬ 
pate other state REAL¬ 
TORS, improving their 
ability to do business. 
We anticipate other state 
REALTORS groups will 


follow our lead.” C.A.R. 
has learned that only five 
to eight percent of real 
estate-related lawsuits go 
to trial and that nearly 
all are settled out of 
court within six to eight 
months. “Generally 
speaking, more than 50 
percent of the cost ol a 
lawsuit is attributable to 
legal defense expenses on 
behalf of the consumer 
and REALTOR,” stated 
Marty Kriesler, C.A.R. 
chief financial officer. 
“REALEX will now cre¬ 
ate a disincentive lor 
plaintiff’s attorneys to 
pursue marginal and nui- 
sance-tyix' claims because 
legal defense costs are 
covered under the new 


program. 

“Often, a consumer’s 
problem with a transac¬ 
tion can be transformed 
into a lawsuit. REALEX 
will likely bring about 
resolution to a legal dis¬ 
pute long before attor¬ 
ney’s fees begin to 
mount, possibly saving 
all parties in the suit 
thousands of dollars and 
a lot of anxiety,” added 
Paulson.

Fears of future inter¬ 
est rate increases contri¬ 
buted to a surge in Cal¬ 
ifornia existing single¬ 
family home sales during 
April. According to the 
California Association of 
REALTORS, April’s ac¬ 
tivity forged ahead 21.4 
percent over March’s 
figure, registering a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual 
rate of 580,409 units, 
compared to March’s 
478,291. This was a 16.9 
' percent increase over Ap¬ 
ril 1986’s 496,500 rate. 

“The resale market res¬ 
ponded to the dramatic 
rise in interest rates,” 
stated C.A.R. President 
Jack Paulson. “Home- 
buyers, in many cases, 
were able to close their 
escrows before interest 
rates climbed any high¬ 
er, and thus many people 
were still able to take 
advantage of the lowest 
rates since 1978.” 

Interest rates have bal¬ 
looned nearly two per¬ 
centage points since 
March, ranging from 9.0 
i to 9.5 in March to 10.5 
to 11.0 percent in April 
1 for fixed rate loans. 
California’s median home

The demand for exis¬ 
ting homes again out- 
stipped supply as the un¬ 
sold inventory index 
dropped to just 6.6 
months. The index in¬ 
dicates how long it would 
take for all currently 
listed homes to sell and 
is at its lowest level 
since December. 

April transactions evi¬ 
denced a slight shift in 
the size of homes pur¬ 
chased, with two-bed- 
room homes picking up 
a larger market share with 
20.1 percent of total sales, 
up from March’s 19.6 
percent. Three-bedroom 
homes registered 51.8 
percent, compared to 
March’s 52 percent. Sales 
of four or more bedroom 


homes were fairly stable 
at 28.5 percent of the 
market, compared to 28.4 
in March. 

Condominium resales 
also benefitted from the 
unexpected surge in in¬ 
terest rates, increasing 
12.8 percent over March 
and rebounding an im¬ 
pressive 53.0 percent over 
April a year ago. The 
median price for condos 
jumped 1.5 percent in 
April to $120,294, up 
8.4 percent over April 
1986 when the median 
price registered $110,972. 

“The tightness in the 
single-family market has 
had a positive influence 
on the condo market so 
far this year,” added 
Paulson. Condominiums 
are competitively priced 
and represent a viable 
and affordable alternative 
for many homebuyers.” 

“There has been a sig¬ 


nificant decline in the 
unsold inventory index 
for condos similar to the 
one the market is exper¬ 
iencing with single-fam¬ 
ily homes,” sUted Singer. 
“The index plummeted 
to 13.5 months last 
month, compared to a 2.2 
month supply in April 
of 1986.” 

In Los Angeles, Ap¬ 
ril’s resale activity was 
13.2 percent higher than 
March and up 4.3 per¬ 
cent over April 1986. The 
area’s median price rose 
2.8 percent during April 
to $137,001, which was 
9.5 percent above April 
1986’s median.

Myron’s memory is 
phenomenal. He remem¬ 
bers who lived where (a 
real trick in a town where 
houses were moved 
around like matchsticks); 
he remembers organiza¬ 
tions, stores and civic 
occasions. He remembers 
open fields where hous¬ 
ing developments now 
stand, the red car, leaders 
in Monrovia’s past. He 
remembers just about 
everything. What he 
doesn’t remember, he has 
in documents, pictures, 
newspapers and other 
memorabilia. 

Made official Histor¬ 
ian in 1985, Myron has 
seen to it that Monrov¬ 
ia’s past can never be 
forgotten. He has placed 
on microfilm all of his 
collection of information. 


He has filed, organized 
and eategorized. He has 
written books and arti¬ 
cles. 

Largely because of this 
man’s efforts, Monrov¬ 
ia has been able to save 
or reconstruct many his¬ 
toric edifices and honor 
many grrat efforts.

landmarks until the City Council has approved. 
They must also consult with the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, City Administrator and City Attorney as auth¬ 
orized by the council. 

Doug Berkshire spoke vehemently against the 
commission’s ordinance because, he says, “It is so 
loosely written and so open to interpretations. I 
think it should be tied down ... You are abridging 
certain freedoms . . . You’re taking the privilege 
away from the homeowner.” 

The ordinance deals with preserving landmark 
structures and single family dwellings. 

Pat Fiedler of Sierra Madre quizzed the council 
about when the Woodland bridge would be started 
and why residents in the area had not been “kept 
abreast with the activities.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea said the last 
start date as announced by.,L,A. .County wi^s,4.une . 
18. He said the residents would get a two-week 
notice. 

Three ordinances were introduced for second 
reading and adopted Tuesday evening at the City 
Council meeting. 

Ordinance No. 1033 utilizes the existing R-2 
Development Standards in the R-2 Zone but re¬ 
quires the addition of a Conditional Use Permit 
and therefore Planning Commission review. 

Ordinance No. 1034 allows R-2 development to 
owners within the R-3 Zone but requires the utiliza¬ 
tion from the R-3 Development Standards. The 
greatest impact would be in density, density bonus 
requirements and the setbacks of the R-3 standards. 
The CUP is already for all uses in the R-3 Zone. 

Ordinance No. 1035 provides a uniform limit 
of building heights in all zones except C-1, of 30 
feet. The definition for the proposed height mea¬ 
surement uses the Uniform Building Code as its 
basis but additionally require' consideration of the 
existing grade rather than the highest grade adjoin¬ 
ing the structure. 

Dane Lenton, Elsie Dammeyer and Stan Hutch¬ 
inson will continue as members of the Cultural 
Heritage Commission, nominated by Mayor Buchan 
Tuesday evening. William H. Huse Ill is a new ap¬ 
pointee of the Library Board of Trustees and Gloria 
Giersbach will replace Zita Dow as Sierra Madre’s 
representative on Project D.A.Y. (Diversion Al¬ 
ternative to Youth). 

Parks and Recreation Commissioner Ron Cole¬ 


man made a desperate plea to the council for CRA 
funds to complete some of the necessary city pro¬ 
jects still left unfunded. 

Coleman listed Dapper Field improvements as 
the first priority, with the second as restrooms in 
Sierra Vista Park. 

Councilwoman Fowler added that Memorial 
Park restrooms are in terrible shape, also. “They 
are continuing problems . . . We have a restroom 
crisis. Let’s focus on it.” 

Number 3 on the list is the Coburn access 
road and fourth includes the pool storage shed and 
recreation center storage shed. 

Coleman said, “It took two years to get a roof 
on the rec center after it started leaking. We are 
looking for CRA funding . . . We want to have 
something on the books and discuss it . . . Could 
,.we get a cooMBtUnent date and guidance «f which 
way to go so we can focus our commitments?” 

Mayor Buchan said, “We’ll do the best we 
can to satisfy your needs.”
